THE CHINESE EVIL. 

A majority of readers inuat have toon 
surprised, u few days ago, to learn through 
the medium of tlio telegraph that the in- 
fluential relifiioua body of Oongregation- 
alists, in Synod or Conference assembled 
at Sacramento, California, had passed 
resolutions strongly condemnatory of 
Chinese immigration' to that State, and 
recommended the adoption of repressive 
measures to check the volume of that 
peculiar class of immigration. The Cou- 
gregationalist is tho first religious body 
that has come out in opposition to Chinese 
labor, the supply of which is largely in 
excess of the demand in California, and 
the ovils of which— under a former Gov- 
ernment—have been Boverely felt in this 
Province. It is now a recognized fact that 
■white cannot competo with Chineso labor 
Tho white laborer never hoards bis earn 
ingB in the sense that tho Chineso laborer 
does. He hay wants that a Chinaman 
knows nothing of. Frequently he has a 
family, tho members of which require to 
bo clothed, fed and educated— their re- 
quirements creating a demand for tho in- 
dustry of other busy workers, and thus 
conferring a lasting benefit on tho State 
by contributing to sustain a largo number 
of artisans within ils borders. A China- 
man's wants are few and simple Ho is 
mostly supplied with goods that are 
brought from China. Having no children 
ho needs no schools; as ho has only am 
bition to learn "pigeon English," ho ro 
quires no books and as he is a Pagau he 
makes no draft on tba community for 
Christian teachers or churches. Of the 
four or five hundred thousand dollars now 
owed by the Province, it is estimated that 
abeut two-thirds of tho amount was paid 
to Chineso and was sent out of tho coun- 
try for investment in China. Had that 
sum been paid to white men nearly every 
dollar would have found its way back 
into the pockets of tho taxpayer, and many 
of the men to whom it was paid would 
have taken up pieces of land and become 
BsttlerB and producers within tho Pro 
vince. How was it with tho Chineso? 
How many of the 1,000 and odd Colestiul 
laborers who worked, on the Yale West- 
minster road in 1874 and '75, and wero 
paid $300,000 fcr their labor, became per- 
manent settlers ? Not one. They came 
like locusts and so departed. Fortunately, 
they did not leave a waste behind; but 
that was not their fault. Had tho settle- 
ment of the country deponded on them, 
we fear that Frasor Valley would still re- 
main in its pristine state of. wildness. 
While the subject was under discussion 
before the Congregationalists a clergyman 
rose and addressed the body. Ho said 
that in California there remained "but 
three things for the white laborer, and 
they were death, degradation or migra- 
tion." He said that there wero 100,- 
000 Chiuameu in California, and "onco 
here they conduct themselves and 
their business and religion after their 
own notions, having laws even to the 
death penalty executed after their own de- 
sires. The tendency of all this is toward 
•vice, and is vastly dangerous to us and 
our stability. A million more of these 
people mutt and will come, and preju- 
dices and race hatreds will develop por- 
tending evils uhuost incalculable. Cau 
Christianity change these peoplo? Of the 
250,000, only about one in 1,000 bus been 
really converted. The prospect of their 
conversion is, hum.nly speaking, very 
small, and right hero I say, let not tho 
Christian boust of what ho is going to do, 
yet let all be done that cau bu to shed light 
on tho souls of the*e people, but let us 
not encourage this immigration, forjudg- 
ing from the past, the future is sad and 
gloomy. In time, theBO Chinese, if they 
contiuue to come, will be enfranchised, 
for any great number of plople, long in a 
Republic, must become citizens or the 
Republic fail. If, thon, they continue to 
come, wo shall have heathons at the bal- 
lot-box, in the jury-box, and even on tho 
bench, and, before those, Christians must 
adjudicate. As laborers they live so 
cheaply that they can underbid the Amer- 
ican laborer, who is compelled to live and 
raise and support a family as an American 
citizen should. Ho must add to our homes 
and our material strength, lmvo papers, 
books, etc., and must clotho, educate ana 
raise up American children in tho stato 
our society system demands. Now the 
Chinese laborer, at §1.50 por day. com- 
pels the American to full from a prico en- 
abling him to live as our civilization de- 
mands he should. Then the Chineso falls 
to 31, and the white mun has to fall too, 
and cheapen all his habits and all his civ- 
ilization. Then the Chinaman falls to 75 
cents and 50 cents and tho whito man 
cheapens and cheiqions, until he, like tho 
Chinaman, falls to a level beneath our 
civilization, an uncivilized statu of living, 
and that brings vice and degradation. The 
thing is as cloar as that 2 and 2 makes 4, 
and that our peoplo at the E»Ki cannot see 
it, is the wonder of tho day." Ho con- 
tinued that the Chineso immigrants were 
slaves, uuattuchod to tho Govurnmoutand 
unimpressed by civilization. Chinoso la 
bor produces tho hoo.llum, tho tramp and 
the bummer. "The nation that degrades 
labor commits suicide. Rut what shall 
large landholders do without cheap labor? 
Better that thoy die beggars than that 
labor bo degraded by a servilo chus. Lot 
them sell their lands off in small parcels 
to American families, and ceaso to coax a 
servile class to our shores, that they may 
enjoy largo holdings. When tho maga- 
zine of our "poor whito trash" explodes 
in contact with tho magoziue of Chinoso 
degradation, San Francisco will present a 
B'jeuo that shall beggar tho late scenes at 
Pittsburg, and sho will write these truths 
in frightful oveuts and in blood never to 
bo wiped out." Tho reverend gentleman 
suggested tho only remedy for tho grow- 
ing ovil that suggests itself to tho Aus- 
tralians: tho repeal of oxihting treaties and 
tho substitution of treaties that will con- 
flno Chinese immigration to limits within 
which it may bo controlled and prevented 
from assuming proportions that will prac- 
tically close tho door of every workshop 
to the white laborer and involve tho ooun- 



try in universal ruin and degradation. 
The successful development of quartzj 
mining in this Province will oreate a largo 
and sudden demand for labor, and thon 
will commence a strugglo between the 
Mongolian and Circassian for tho ascen- 
dancy. The experience of Australians 
and Calif ornians will bo ours; tho same 
agitation that threatens tho peaco and wel- 
fare of those countries, will shortly 
threaten this. It would be well if reme- 
dies wero provided before the ovil had 
attained proportions that would render 
their application almost a mattor- of im- 
possibility, and wo should ho glad to find 
the Local Government at no distant day 
following the example of tho Dominion 
and Victoria City Governments and insti- 
tuting such regulations as will prove re- 
strictive ir their character without being 
positively prohibitive.

The Penge Case. 

The "Daily News" says that it up- 
pears that a very large number of 
people — a numbor of tho lettora 
which we have published yesterday and 
to-day are only a faint indication— are 
not satisfied from their perusal of the 
evidence that a crime, coming under 
the definition of murder, has been, we 
do not say committed, but legally 
made out. It cannot but bo regarded 
as for the public interest that a jealous 
watch should bo kept upon tho exer- 
cise of the law which allows of capital 
punishment, and it may be pointed 
out to those who object to full reports 
of the evidence of criminal trials that 
without such reports tho formation of 
an independent judgment would bo in 
the enormous in ijority of cases simply 
impossible. It is not tho habit, and it 
is by no means to bo wished that it 
should ever become tho habit, of 
Englishmen to accept tho results of 
any official proceedings as things not 
to be questioned or doubted. But un- 
less the evidence is furnished the 
sentence cannot be dealt with. 

The "Echo" remarks:— The public 
interest in the Ponge case incroases, 
and nearly every newspaper contains 
articles or letters from correspondents 
condemning tho verdict of wilful 
murder. Even the "Daily Telegraph," 
which vehemently approved tho ver- 
dict, commences a leader with tho ad- 
mission that "from various quarters 
letters have poured in upon ua con- 
demning the verdict of the jury," and 
tho most important of these, a letter 
from Mr. Charles Reade, the author, 
is published by our contemporary. 
The "Daily Nows" argues with keen 
and incisive logic against the verdict 
of "wilful murder," and points out 
the tendency of the evidence to estab- 
lish manslaughter, even with tho aid 
of the testimony of Clara Brown, 
which could be "called no other than 
presumptive testimony," and "was— 
and the Attorney-General admitted as 
much— the evidence of an accomplice: 
it was the evidence of a confessed 
perjurer," and part of it "was tho 
recital from memory of a destroyed 
document, and of the destruction of which 
tho witness gave a confused and conflict- 
ing account," A letter, with tho initials 
of "F. R. C. S." appears in tho Times, 
which is admirable iu its reasoning, and 
points out that the vordict must rest upon 
the evidence of Clara Brown as to the 
symptoms to support that theory. Tho 
writer points out that Clara brown only 
p'rovod that on one day when she asked if 
some food might by taken to Harriet 
Staunton Mrs. Patrick Staunton said, 
•'Sho can wait." As to to medical ovi- 
denco, "F R OS." says that, "as tno »f 
tho profession, nothiugcould bo less satis- 
factory as a practical application of scien- 
tific knowledge." Wo havo received a 
great number of letters upon every view 
tho case presents, but all tho writers are 
shocked by tho vordict, and wo could nut 
possibly publish tho strong terms of con- 
demnation applied to tho summing-up. 
Tho most important letter received by us 
is that from Dr. Bristowo, of St. Thomas' 
Hospital, whoso experience ia pathology 
entitles him to bo heard in a 
case that turns entirely upon sci- 
entific and medical facts. We learn 
too, that medical men in tho Provinces 
are preparing memorials to the homo 
Secretaiy, praying for a reconsideration of 
tho medical testimony. It is impotsible 
to convey an idea of tho interest evoked 
throughout tho country, and wo trust that 
in the course of tho day some convenient 
centro will bo unuounced to enable tho 
opponents of tho verdict to take a common 
lino of action.

Mattawa, Out., Oct. 11.— Information 
has reached hero of tho death of John 
England, sr., on Tuesday last from the ef- 
fects of violence, sustained from the hands 
of his son, on Sunday last. It appears 
that tho pin ties above mentioned, together 
with tho other members of the family, in- 
cluding the females, becamo implicated 
in a general family quarrel at tho resi- 
dence of England, jr., at tho foot of tho 
Long Sault, over tho proprietorship of 
some chattels in tho possession of Eng- 
land, jr., during which it is said shots 
wero discharged from levolvers, hut 
without effect. Tho immediate pause of 
death was a blow from a paddio in tho 
hands of tho grandson. It is to bo hoped 
that tho matter will bo investigated by 
tho proper authorities, if any such exist. 
During tho winter of 1875 and 1870a sup- 
posed murder was committed near the 
samo vicinity which was never investigat- 
ed, owing to the want of jurisdiction hy 
tho supposed proper authorities.

THE GOVERNMENT QUARTZ MIN- 
ING POLICY. 

Report of the Government Engineer 
upon all the Lodes. 

HE SAYS SVCCESS WILL. CERTAINLY 
ENSUE. 



The Bohemian Girl. 



To the Hon. the Minister of Alines— Sus: — 
I have the honor to report that the Cari- 
boo Quartz Mining Company's tunuol for 
the purpsso of intersecting the Big Bo- 
nanza ledgo at a lowor lovel, is in a dis- 
tance of 110 feet, leaving 50 feet more to 
be accomplished. The rock run through 
is a black slate, anil exhibits small seams 
of quartz pitching in tho direction of the 
lode. Tho rock in tho face at present is 
so very hard as to greatly retard the pro- 
gress hitherto made, and its completion 
will probably not occur beforo the cud of 
this month. 

The St. Lawroneo Company, situated 
at tho eastern extremity of tho Big Bo- 
nanza, have run a out across tho vein. 
This portion of the lode has well defined 
vertical walls, tho vein matter containing 
a small percentage of iron pyrites, lead 
and blendo assips from S6 to §;)5por ton. 

The American Mine, belonging to the 
samo company, has had a cut run across 
the seam which oxposod rook of tho samo 
quality as that contained in the St. Law- 
rence. 

Tho Pinkerton Mine adjoins tho Ameri- 
can. The ledge in this locality crosses 
Lowhee Creek in the Victoria Company's 
ground a depth of 150 feet from tho sur- 
face, and I availod myself of tlio permis- 
sion obtained from tho latter company to 
descend into their diggings and inspect 
their remarkable body of ore upon which 
the foregoing and subsequent claims 
are locutok. Tho ground which form- 
erly covered it having been re- 
moved by drifting, I had no diffi- 
culty in forming an opinion so favorable 
with regard to its permauent and remu- 
nerative character that not a doubt re- 
mains in my mind as to tho great in- 
fluences its development will eventually 
have in the weliare of the district and the 
Provinoo in general. Assays from quartz 
taken at this depth average 836 in gold to 
the ton, with a small proportion of silver. 
The ledge is about 23 feet wide and tho 
deposit seems almost inexhaustible. 

The next location, owned by Mr. T. 
Harper, has been amalgamated with the 
preceding mine, and ore is now being 
hoisted in tho Victoria Co.'s shaft from 
which a good return is anticipated. 

The Enterpriso mine, to the west of 
above mentioned, is owned by some of tho 
most prominent citizens of Barkervillo, 
and is, I consider, one of tho best locali- 
ties on the Big Bonanza, possessing, as it 
does, all the most favorable features of the 
preceding claims , and enjoying tho addi- 
tional advantage of being well situated 
for an economical extraction of tho miner- 
al it contains, without resorting to the 
expensivo machinery for hoisting and 
pumping purposes. 

ThoSteadinan lodo, at Richfield, im- 
proves in appearance as work progresses. 
The vein matter carries a large quantity 
of iron, blende and lead. Assays there- 
from vary from $10 to $2')0 per ton ;a better 
knowlodgo of its average value will, how- 
over, bo ascertained in about a mouth, ns 
the mill is now engaged in crushing some 
of the rock. 

The Foster mine, Ghisholm Creek, 
which empties into Lightning Creek at 
the town of Stanloy, has, so fur, given tho 
best assay returns, ranging from §120 to 
over $700 per ton. The vein on tho sur- 
face is divided into three stringors run- 
ning parallel to oach other, which will be 
found to unite at a lowor depth, and pre- 
sent a compact body of ore. A shaft has 
been sunk to a depth of lb feet with such 
promising indications that measures will 
bo taken in tho ensuing spring with a 
view to its thorough exploration. 

Thorohns been considerable work dono 
on tho Montgomery extension, situated 
on tho samo ledgo, in running cuts 
through tho gravel to intersoct tho vein, 
which has notyet boon found. It is my 
conviction that a more careful starch will 
roveal its presenco, concealod from vlow 
under slide bedrock. 

Ti.o Foster extension, locatod south of 
tho last-mentioned, met with a similar dif- 
ficulty in finding tho reef, which was cov- 
ered with an alluvial deposit of consider- 
able depth, but lately their exertions have 
provod successful, and work thereon will 
be energetically prosecuted next year. 

The tostniill at Richfield, with a crush- 
ing capacity of about four tons por (lay, 
started to crush on Monday tho 8th iust., 
sinco which time it has boon running in 
a most satisfactory manner, for which 
great credit is dun to Messrs. Nasou and 
St. Lawrence, whoso oxertions have so 
much contributed to its present oflicient 
condition. 

In conclusion I beg to roturn ray sin- 
cere thank* to the Directors of tho Cari- 
boo Quartz Mining Co. and other gentle- 
men for the assistance and information 
which havo been so cheerfully accordod 
me on all occasions. Feeling that my 
humblo endeavours to assist in develop- 
ing tho rich resources of tho Cariboo dis- 
trict will bo amply rewarded by' tho suc- 
cess which will certaiuly onsuo,

Of course, we must givo 
credit whoro credit is duo; tho present 
system is owing, in a great measure to 
tho idefatigable efforts of E. Brown, Esq., 
tho senior-member for this district, who, 
being thoroughly disgusted with tho cor- 
ruption and jobbery of tho Walkem par- 
ty, dotermined that no moro public money 
should bo paid to unprincipled contrac- 
tors or Chinese. We aro suro that every 
right-thinking man in the city and dis- 
trict will heartily coincide with him, and 
admit that wo havo at last a representa- 
tive who really studies tho welfare of his 
constituents.

THE SEATTLE COAL COMPANY. 

Reduced Wages. 

The Seattle 1'ribuneoi Wednesday says: 
Tho Seattlo Company, wo understand, last 
week reducod tho allowance paid its col 
liers one-third, tho now rate going into 
effoot on Saturdny. They wero befoie 
paid $12 per yard of tho breast, and aro 
now paid $8, from which $1 50 or $2 may 
bo deducted for expenses necessary to 
mining. "A yard of tho breast" would bo 
a term of indeiiuito moaning unless 
explained. In tho mine of this company 
it consists of a slice out of tho vein of 
solid coal threo feet thick by oloven foot 
one way and thirty another— equal to be- 
tween thirty and forty tons of tho mineral. 
Wo havo often stated, ou very excellent 
authority, that the mine of tho Soattlo 
Company is tho best on the coast for easy 
and economical working, and this oppor- 
tunity is taken advantage of to ropeat and 
sustain the assortton. Tho common prices 
for mining coal havo been cn this coast a 
dollar, a dollar and a quarter and a dollar 
and a half a ton for many years, at whioh 
tho miners would mako threo, four and 
livo dollars a day. Here, at eight dollars 
a yard, they aro getting twenty-five cents 
a ton, and yot they mako thoir threo dol- 
lars a day as well as monelscwero who aro 
paid four or livo times as much. Tho low 
price of coal in San Francisco has neces- 
sitated this reduction by tho company, 
with whom it is a question simply of 
cheaper coal or shutting down. With an 
improvement in the market, higher prices 
will undoubtedly havo to bo paid for tho 
mining of tho coal, which, as well as 
transportation, etc., is down to its lowest 
notch, and must go up whenever a change 
is made.

Ho was chopping 
wood at tho time. 



A Contract has just been closed 
with John Roach & Sous for two first- 
class iron steamers of 3,000 tons each for 
tho Oregon Steamship Company, to run 
between San Francisco aud Portland in 
connection with the Oregon Central and 
Oregon and California railroads. Tho 
ships aro to be constructed with special 
reference to carriage of wheat and othor 
heavy freight, and to be ready for seivico 
by July 15th next. Tho new iron passen- 
ger steamer Oregon, for tho samo compa- 
ny, is about ready to launch from Roach's 
yard, and will sail for San Francisco 
about January 15th.

DELAYED DISPATCHES, 

EUROPE. 

Glasgow, Oct. 22.— It is ascertained 
that tbo explosion occurred at 9 o'clock 
this morning. An exploring party had 
to relinquish their efforts in oiio pit at 
four in the afternoon, bocauso of pois- 
onous gases at tho bottom of the shaft. 
Of tho other pits, tho colliery com- 
prising two pita with communication 
between them, a faint knocking has 
been heard, but so far it has been itn 
possible to reach tho bottom of tho 
shaft. Explorers havo resumed opera 
tious at tho lirst pit. Thoy report -10 
corpses lying at tho foot of the shaft 
The shaft at tho bottom of which 
knocking was heard is rapidly collaps- 
ing. Explorers aro consequently at- 
tempting to reopen communication 
from tho other mine. Thoy havo pene- 
trated about a half mile, but still havo 
about 150 fathoms to clear, so that 
thoy cannot reach tho men who are 
supposed to bo imprisoned before 
morning. It is feared but few, if any, 
will remain alive.- 

Glasgow, Oct. 23—2 p.m. — Tho 
special train to bring in tho injured 
from tho coiliory explosion to the 
Glasgow infirmatdry has returnod. 
ISo ono has yot been got out alive. 
Twenty dead bodies have' beon recov- 
ered. It is feared, tho entiro four 
hundred iu tho oolliory when tho ex- 
plosion occurred perished. 

London, Oct. 2;}.— Tho work of ex- 
ploring tho colliery at High Iilantyr in 
which tho explosion occurred yester- 
day proceeded throughout tho night. 
Four miners wore discovered alive 
about 11, but in so exhausted a condi- 
tion that ono died before morning. 
Another is hopelessly prostrate. Min- 
ing experts say all tho mon in tho pits 
have perished , but oven if any aro 
nlivo, no rescue party can roaoh them 
in less than 8 or H) days, Tho work 
of bringing up tho dead was rosuiuod 
this morning. Bodies are burned and 
mangled. Tho explosion was of ter- 
rific violence.

When they returned to London some 
time afterwards, Theorides ronewed 
his acquaintance with Miss Slade, the 
result being that thoy became engag- 
ed, and during that time a large 
number of letters passed between them. 
At the end of twelvo months that en- 
gagement terminated, aud was subse- 
quently renewed, but only for a month. 
E vidently Theoride3 fell into difficulties 
and wrote to Miss Slade that a box 
containing her letters, which were 
"very dreadful," had boon detained 
by Golaro. Ho required a sum of 
money to meet a debt, and requested 
hor to send the amount in question to 
prevent the letters being disposed of 
and made public. In one instance tbo 
young lady gavo him £20 to deliver up 
to hor letters in his possession, but he 
afterwards made an additional demand 
on her for eight letters which he ad- 
mitted he had kept back; and later on 
the demand for tho principal sum, 
Golaro calling on Admiral Slade for 
tho purpose of proving that tho debt 
from Theorides was due to him. 
Through the advice of Mr. M'Coon, a 
barrister and a friend, an interview 
with the prisoners was arrauged, the 
box and lottors, brought by them wero 
seized by tho police, and the prisoners 
apprehended. The letters so obtained 
were burnt by Miss Slade. Tho ac- 
cused wero, however, found guilty, 
and sentenced to seven years 1 penal 
servitude each.

English Mail. 

For some time past operations of an 
exteusivo nature have been going on 
at Bristol Cathedral, where a new nave 
has been erected at a cost of £40,000. 
This largo addition to tho Cathedral 
will be formally opened on tho 23d of 
October, and it is expected that tho 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishop 
of London, and the Dean of Westmin- 
ister will tako part in tho services on 
that occasion. 

Boring operations in'conneotiou with 
the long-talked of Channel Tunnel 
have at last been begun. Several pits 
over a hundred yards deep havo been 
sunk on tho French side, and similar 
works will shortly bo commenced on 
tho English coast. Tho cost of making 
half the tunnel, from the French coast, 
will bo borno by tho Great Northern 
Railway, of Franco, aud tho cost of 
the other half by tbo London, Chatham, 
& Dover, and the South Eastern Rail- 
way Companies in this country, each 
of tho two parties being responsible 
only for thoir own sharo of tho work. 

A rumour is current, which I givo 
for what it is worth, that tho Prince 
Imperial will shortly bo united in 
matrimony with tho Princess Maria 
del Pilar, the eldest daughter of Queen 
Isabella. 

The King of Dahomy. whoso out- 
rage ou British subjects on tho Gold

Tho prosecutrix 
is tho nieco of Admiral Sir Atlolphus 
Slade. A year or two sinco sho was 
travelling in 'Turkey with hor mother. 
During a stay at Constantinople Bho 
buuauua acquainted with Theorides, 



Tho following is the full text of Mr. 
Gladstone's lotter addressed to tho 
"Daily Tolograph" in reply to a charge 
by a Pera correspondent of that paper 
to the effect that he had been inciting 
the Greeks to war with Turkey: — 

Sir,— On Aug. 27 your special cor- 
respondent announced from Pera in 
your columns that "important papers" 
had just beon "made known" there. 
The knowledge, which he had declar- 
ed himself to have acquired by these 
"important papers," was as follows: — 

First. That 1 had written a letter to 
a Greek merchant in Constantinople 
on the Eastorn Question, that is, for 
the meaning was perfectly clear, that 
I had addressed him spontaneously 
and without invitation. 

Secondly. That I had done this 
"about two months ago," which would 
be about three months from the present 
time. 

Thirdly. That the purport of my 
letter was to advise the Greeks to 
"unite with the Slavs in an attack upon 
the Turks." 

Your corespondent went on to Btate 
that there was a second letter, "curtly 
written," to the same effect; that these 
letters had been shown to all the mem- 
bers of tho diplomatic corps, and that 
my interference was generally depre- 
cated by that body. 

Apprised by you, iu a telegram, of 
this publication, I replied by referring 
to my published writings and by call- 
ing for tho production of the docu- 
ments "made known." I had not by 
me tho means of referring to or pro- 
ducing any of them; and I made no 
doubt that your correspondent, who 
had so boldly announced his know 
ledgo, would in a few days lay the 
papers before the world. 

I will not' discuss the duties of neu- 
trality, as they are understood either 
by myself or at Constantinople. But 
I happen to havo an habitual feeling of 
strong disapproval, not unmixed even 
with contempt, for those who gratuit- 
ously advise others to go to war, while 
they themselves havo only to "sit at 
home at ease." 

I had another reason for calling 
upon your correspondent to perform 
tho obvious duty of supporting his 
statements. Forged letters have been 
written, both to mo and in my name, 
within the last ,; 'two months," in the 
most heartless manner, and I hoped 
your correspondent might vindicate 
himself by showing that he had been 
tho victim of some of thoso forged 
letters. 

I havo used every effort in my power 
to assist him aud you to do justice in 
the case, without my public interven- 
tion; but iu vain. 

I fortunately found that I had in 
London a copy of tho principal letter 
which had been described. Of tho 
socond and "curtly written" letter of 
repetition I havo no recolloction; but 
I assume that, as your correspondent 
says, it briolly repeats the lirst. Tho 
first and principal letter is subjoined iu 
tho French original, of which I havo 
now made a translation, also subjoin- 
ed. 

From this letter it will bo seen at 
ouoo that no one of his assertions has 
any foundation in fact. 

First. — I wrote to Mr. Negropontis, 
not gratuitously, but in answer to an 
eamost appeal from him, written, if 
my memory servos me right, either 
with tho authority or on the behalf of 
others. 

Secondly. — I wrote not about "two 
months" before, and during a sate of 
war, but moro than six months beforo, 
when tho Conferenco was sitting at 
Constantinople, when wo all contempt 
lated as well as desired a peaceful 
solution, and when a rocoinmendation 
of war from a private person would 
havo been oven moro absurd than 
mischievous. 

Thirdly.— Tho lottor has not tho 
smallest reference to any quostiou of 
war, contains no expression capable of 
being tortured into such a meaning, 
and speaks only of sympathy and 
moral support as that which Greek 
ought to loud to Slav, and Slav to 
Greek. 

During theso four weoks, while I 
have boen nilont, tho publio have boon 



egregiously taken in; and' there has 
been what I once heard Lord Russell 
call "a waste of much good indigna- 
tion." 

Your correspondent, it appears, is 
too busy either to sustain, or to with- 
draw, what ho has said; and has been 
pursuing his duties elsewhere, I hope, 
with greater regard to the rules of 
equity and prudence. 

It is, however, plain that ho has been 
no more than a dupe in the business. 
There is somo Polonius behind the 
curtain; and I call upon him to come 
out. From tho letter of Mr. Negro- 
pontis it might be inferred that he is n 
person of importance. The only thing 
I feel sure of is, that ho must be a man 
of peculiarly delicate and fastidious 
perceptions in the matter of neutrality. 
Bo ho who ho may, lot him come out. An 
accusation has been made, and believed, 
and has fluttered all tho "diplomatic 
body." I am justified in now saving, from 
tho evidence before us,' it is a fldso accu- 
sation. I ask your correspondent, if ho 
can do it honorably, forthwith to name 
his informant. If he cannot, I ask the in- 
formant, iu vindication of his own honor, 
to name himself. 

It has boen with great reluctanco, and 
aftor long waiting for your spontaneous 
action, that I havo thus troubled vou, 
amid tho rush of great and terrible events 
with an affair which I may myself appear 
to bo tho central personage. I have done 
it, first, because I know that the interests 
really struck at in these attacks are thoso 
of a deeply-wronged and suffering popu- 
lation; secondly, because I hopo that my 
effort may tend to purify, in a particular 
instance tho sources of intelligence. 
I am, Sir, your obedient servant, 
W. E. Gladstone.

I ohservo that Mr. Negropontis, in his 
letter of Sept. 7th, speaks as if I had writ- 
ten in English. This is a mistake. I re- 
plied iu, as ho wrote, in French. 

P.S. — As I am sending off this lotter I 
learn, through your courtesy, that a mes- 
sago has been received from your corres- 
pondent; but as I cannot gather that it 
contains the apology to which I think 
myself entitled, I do not further postpone 
my communication.
